The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred the reso-
lution (H. Res. 210) supporting the goals of World Intellectual 
Property Day, and recognizing the importance of intellectual prop-
erty in the United States and worldwide, having considered the 
same, report favorably thereon without amendment and rec-
ommend that the resolution be agreed to.
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PURPOSE AND SUMMARY 

The purpose of H. Res. 210 is to congratulate the World Intellec-
tual Property Organization (‘‘WIPO’’) for its work and to support 
the goals of ‘‘World Intellectual Property Day,’’ which include 
teaching the importance of intellectual property as a tool for eco-
nomic, social, and cultural development. 
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BACKGROUND AND NEED FOR THE LEGISLATION 

WIPO is considered the most important international organiza-
tion for the promotion of intellectual property. Among other respon-
sibilities, WIPO administers those treaties, such as the Berne and 
Paris conventions, that protect intellectual property globally. The 
United States is a WIPO member. 

Five years ago, WIPO member-states commemorated the found-
ing of the organization by establishing ‘‘World Intellectual Property 
Day.’’ April 26, 1970, is the date on which the convention that cre-
ated WIPO took effect. H. Res. 210 therefore commemorates the 
achievements of WIPO and its designation of April 26, 2005, as 
‘‘World Intellectual Property Day’’ for the current year. The United 
States is the world-leader in the development and export of intel-
lectual property. 

HEARINGS 

No hearings were held on H. Res. 210. 

COMMITTEE CONSIDERATION 

On April 20, 2005, the Committee met in open session and or-
dered favorably reported the bill H. Res. 210 by voice vote, a 
quorum being present. 

VOTE OF THE COMMITTEE 

In compliance with clause 3(b) of Rule XIII of the rules of the 
House of Representatives, the Committee notes that there were no 
recorded votes during consideration of H. Res. 210. 

COMMITTEE OVERSIGHT FINDINGS 

In compliance with clause 3(c)(1) of Rule XIII of the Rules of the 
House of Representatives, the Committee reports that the findings 
and recommendations of the Committee, based on oversight activi-
ties under clause 2(b)(1) of rule X of the Rules of the House of Rep-
resentatives, are incorporated in the descriptive portions of this re-
port. 

NEW BUDGET AUTHORITY AND TAX EXPENDITURES 

Clause 3(c)(2) of Rule XIII of the Rules of the House of Rep-
resentatives is inapplicable because this legislation does not pro-
vide new budgetary authority or increased tax expenditures. 

COMMITTEE COST ESTIMATE 

In compliance with clause 3(d)(2) of Rule XIII of the Rules of the 
House of Representatives, the Committee believes that the bill will 
generate no cost for the current fiscal year 2005, and that the cost 
incurred in carrying out H. Res. 210 would be $0 for the next five 
fiscal years. 

PERFORMANCE GOALS AND OBJECTIVES 

H. Res. 210 does not authorize funding. Therefore, clause 3(c)(4) 
of Rule XIII of the Rules of the House of Representatives is inappli-
cable. H. Res. 210 congratulates the World Intellectual Property 
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Organization (‘‘WIPO’’) for its work and expresses House support 
for the goals of ‘‘World Intellectual Property Day,’’ which include 
teaching the importance of intellectual property as a tool for eco-
nomic, social, and cultural development. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AUTHORITY STATEMENT 

Pursuant to Rule XI, clause 2(1)(4) of the Rules of the House of 
Representatives, the Committee finds the authority for this legisla-
tion in Article I, section 8, clause 8 of the Constitution. 

SECTION-BY-SECTION ANALYSIS AND DISCUSSION 

The resolution is not divided into sections. Rather, it contains 
nine prefatory clauses that highlight the importance of intellectual 
property to the U.S. balance of trade, economy, and cultural devel-
opment. These clauses also note that April 26, 1970, is the date on 
which the Convention establishing WIPO took effect; and that the 
organization has designated April 26, 2005, as ‘‘World Intellectual 
Property Day.’’ 

The prefatory clauses are followed by a series of resolutions in 
which the House of Representatives supports the goals of World In-
tellectual Property Day; applauds the ongoing contributions of 
human creativity and intellectual property to growth and innova-
tion; and recognizes that protecting intellectual property is critical 
to U.S. economic well-being. 

CHANGES IN EXISTING LAW MADE BY THE BILL, AS REPORTED 

In compliance with clause 3(e) of Rule XIII of the Rules of the 
House of Representatives, the Committee notes that H. Res. 210 
makes no changes to existing law.

And all Members will be given 2 days as provided by the House 
rules in which to submit additional dissenting supplemental or mi-
nority views.
